The school question is becoming a 
source of no little trouble in the South. 
Several of the reconstructed State Leg- 
islatures provided that the public schools 
should be thrown open to all classes, 
irrespective of color. The whites of 
Louisiana and some other States refuse 
to send their children to these "hybrid 
institutions." But they have to aid in 
supporting them just the same, which is 
s constant source of irritation. In 
Morehouse Parish, Louisiana, for ex- 
ample, there are twelve schools, each 
having twelve or fifteen black pupils. 
Each school has s teacher receiving sixty 
dollars per month pay, so that the one 
hundred and eighty colored scholars cost 
the tax-payers of the parish, $8,640, at 
least, annually. The same condition of 
affairs is witnessed in many other sec- 
tions. White children stay sway from 
the school and the black go. 



The political campaign in Pennsylva- 
nia may not inappropriately be termed a 
still hunt. Few if any gatherings are 
being held, and the managers, ss if by 
mutual consent, lesve the newspapers to 
fight the battle. In this day of tele- 
graphs and lightning presses, the stump 
and rostrum steadily lose their im 
tance as elements in s political contest. 
When people can have a Epeech 6erved 
up to them at breakfast it in difficult to 
secure their attendance at its delivery. 
The speaker must be unusually gifted, 
and the occasion one of more than ordi- 
nary interest, to fill a house. While the 
growth of the press has thus done away, 
to a great extent, with the necessity for 
campaigning, there is this advantage at- 
tending the combat of the hustings: it 
affords voters an opportunity of becom- 
ing acquainted with candidates for office, 
and comparing their respective merits.

In fact, very many men hsve been com- 
pelled to live with native Indian women 
who to my eye are perfect frights, and 
worse in their conduct than appesrsnce, 
although that is bad enough. Emigrants 
desirous of coming here would do well 
immediately after their arrival in Cali- 
fornia to inquire for lumber ships going 
to the Sound, on which they can be con- 
veyed much cheaper than by steamer.

Emigration gives 
us some of our most vigorous sinews — 
thousands of our best citizens — whose 
influence is felt for good in all the de- 
partments of the arts, science, commerce, 
agriculture and education; to discourage 
it is to do the whole country incalculable 
injury. 

With the facts above before us, we have 
every reason to be satisfied with the pro- 
gress of the last decade. And, further- 
more, we may feel well assured that our 
destiny is onward; that we will continue 
r to grow in strength and greatness with a 
rap";-'".ty unSttown to other nations, what- 
ever obstructions may be placed in our 
path by those who may be called to rule 
over us.

This is owing to 
the fact that the stream of emigration 
was narrowed whilst the civil war, which 
will render the years of its inception and 
progress ever memorable in the history 
of the republic, demanded its vast multi- 
tudes of victims, snd that since the clash 
of arms ceased, unwise legislation has 
placed clogs upon the wheels of progress, 
checked the current of national prosperi- 
ty and fettered individaui enterprise. 
We have realized some of the evils of 
oppressive tsxation which have for cen- 
turies been a blight snd mildew upon the 
great masses of the people in the old 
world, and which have driven so many to 
seek relief under the segia of our govern- 
ment. But, as the census returns show, 
we are a growing people, and, in defiance 
of oppressive laws and maladministration 
of public affairs, we take no step bsck- 
ward. The nation is young and vigor- 
ous, and we msy confidently expect tost 
it will not be many yenrs before the bur- 
dens under which it staggers will be 
greatly lightened if not entirely removed.

Culef Justice Pryor. 

On yesterday Governor Leslie ap 
pointed aud commissioned Hon. W. S. 
1'ryor, Circuit Judge, of tbe 11th Ju- 
dicial District, ss the successor of Chief 
Justice Robertson. By virtue of tbe 
constitutional provisions which pre- 
scribes, "that the judge having the 
shortest time to serve shall be atyled 
tbe Chief Justice of Kentucky," Judge 
Pryor succeeds not only to the nnepired 
term of Judge Ilobertsoo, but also to 
his title, and will be tbe Chief Justice of 
Kentucky for one year, when the term 
for which Judge Hobertson was elected 
will expire, and Judge Hardin will be- 
come Chief Justice. Thus is illustrated 
the singular effect of constitutional pro- 
vision, which was evidently intended to 
confer the title of Chief Justice upon 
the member of the court who bad served 
longest, but which being construed lit- 
erslly, in this case as in others hereto- 
fore, the junior member coming for tbe 
first time to the august beoeb, becomes 
at once the presiding officer of the court 
and ranks his seniors in the dignity 
which is usually supposed to come from 
long service. Uappilly in this case the 
recipient of the honor is recognized as a 
worthy successor of the distinguished 
|and venerable Chief Justice whose man- 
tle he has been called upon to assume. 
Though but few yesrs past forty, he 
early won prominence at the bar of this 
district, snd nearly ten years ago was 
conceded to be well qualified for the 
circuit judgeship. Owing to the exis- 
tence of military rule in Kentucky at 
the August election of 1862, Judge Pry- 
or, although selected as the Democratic 
candidate with singular unanimity, was 
not permitted te run for office, but wss 
arrested, held in various military prisons 
for Dearly a year, and then banished 
north of the Ohio during the war. 

In 1868 he was elected without hav- 
ing any opponent, either of his own or 
the opposite party. In the throe yesrs 
in which he bss served as circuit judge 
in this district he has not only come up 
fully to the expectations of his friends, 
but be has won tbe good opinion of all 
parties by the ability with which be has 
filled the position.— Frankfot Yeoman.

THE NEW DEPARTURE. 

Oo the New Departure he said: Now, 

my friends, it has ' been common for tbe 
Republicsn psrty of this country to ssy 
that the Democrats have taken a new 
departure, and that new departure, they 
allege, aonaist in saying that we have 
minnows, been wrong and the Republicans hsve 
aoul is been right.

[Laughter ] So i 
men overthrowed the Constitu 
ruined the peace of the country — when 
they ruined the South, we remonstrated 
and opposed them, and now, because we 
cannot deny that the thing has been ac- 
complished; because we are compelled to 
admit tbe fact that these reconstruction 
laws have been executed, and that the 
amendments to tbe Constitution are fas- 
tened upon us, we are told forsooth that 
we admit that the Radicals were right 
aod we were wrong. That's logie for 
you. The Fourteenth Amendment to 
the Constitution was passed; we opposed 
it. Why did we oppose it? Beosuseit 
provided that all the people in the 
United States should be equal before the 
laws. There is not one Democrat from 
tbe Ohio river to Canada; not one in the 
United States opposed to it upon any 
such ground. That has always been the 
law in Ohio; that has always been the 
law in the Northern States. The Demo- 
crats, he ssid, opposed tbe Fourteenth 
Amendment; first, because it disfran- 
chised the men of influence, of education, 
whose aid was necessary to restore peace 
to the Ssnth; and second, because the 
language of it was smbiguons, sod wss 
such ss would enable so ambitious Pres- 
ident snd Congress to usurp the power 
thst belongs to tbe individual States, and 
to overthrow every one of the reserved 
rights of the people of the States. Aod 
were we oot right? For, from tbe am- 
biguous snd loose language of that 
amendment, the infamous Ku-Klux bill 
was passed, under a pretense of authori- 
ty derived from that loose and ambigu- 
ous language. If this interpretation 
were correct, the President would have 
power in tbe State of Ohio, to displace 
the Governor, dethrone tbe Legislature, 
turn out of office our judges, and estab- 
lish martial law from one end of the State 
to the other whenever he thinks, or pre- 
tends to think, it is necessary for him to 
take martial possession of Ohio in order 
to protect the rights of individuals. 
We sre right, then, in opposing that 
amendment thus framed and thus phrased.

So far aa he was con- 
cerned, it was of no account whether 
Gannt was no/ninated or not, but practi- 
cally he was opposed to the nomination. 
Mr. Greeley added. ''If we nominate 
Grant, we shall certainly be defeated. 
The public will stand no more horse- 
jockey and present-taking Presidents. 
We have had enough of them. I tell 
you, gentlemen, we most take a new de- 
parture, and I can assure you that we of 
the East are determined that it shall be 
done. I have been rather quiet about it 
so far, bot I want everybody n>jw to un- 
derstand what I think. When we take 
hold of Grant it will not be with silk 
gloves on our hands. It has got to be 
done. We must throw Grant overboard, 
or we shall be defeated." 

"But," said Mr. Grinnell, 'as though 
asking for information, "what would you 
have us do, Mr. Greeley?
